Provincial Gov't White Paper & the 
Federal Gov't Green Paper 

The U of A SU sent in a response to 
the White Paper, and through CAUS 
met with the department of Ad- 
vanced Ed to influence the changes 
made to post-secondary education in 
Alberta. 

The Green Paper took up most of our 
lobbying time this year, and com- 
bined with a postcard campaign and 
a joint lobby with other University 
groups which included meetings 
with Cabinet ministers, MPs, and 
various policy makers, we gave in- 
put to the federal plans for post-sec- 
ondary education. 


General Lobbying 

Gotta get that activism up! In con- 
junction with Students’ Unions across 
the country, and thanks to your par- 
ticipation, we held a successful post- 
card campaign to fight some of the 
cuts proposed in the federal green 
paper. The SU supported the idea of 
student groups on campus express- 
ing their concerns to the government, 
and contributed financially to assist 
many of these groups. We have also 
met with many MLAs to bring edu- 
cational issues to the forefront. 

A National Lobby Group 

This year we formalized a federal as- 
sociation, called CASA (Canadian Al- 
liance of Student Associations). A
